It’s Hannah Williams’ party and she’ll wear a 
robe if she wants to. 

Williams, 29, is one of a growing number of 
people who are bringing the spa life into their 
very own living rooms. 

The Lincoln Park resident decided to have a 
home spa party for her bachelorette party when 
she got married just over a year ago. 

“We all had so much fun hanging out at home 
in our robes and getting pampered,” she said. “I 
have already hosted another party since then.” 

Just in time for spa week, which runs Monday 
through Sunday in Chicago, the spa experience 
has gotten a makeover of its own. More people 
are bringing spa treatments to their homes and 
hosting parties — or sparties — where guests can 
enjoy many of the treatments they would at a 
spa within the comfort of a familiar setting. 

Spa parties can range in price from $150 to 
about $450 per person, and services include 
manicures, pedicures, facials and massages. 

“There has definitely been a rise in the last 
fewyears,” said Alexis Ufiand, president of New 
Abrk-based home spa business Sparty which has 
Chicago operations. “It is becoming more of a 
social event now When you go to a day spa, they 
don’t really have a room where you can spend 
time alone with people. You get there, check 
in, have five minutes with your girlfriends and 
don’t see each other until an hour later.” 

That’s not the case with the at-home spa 
party, which spa resource company SpaFinder 
noted among its Top 10 spa trends of the year. 
The New York-based company says to look for 
spas to increasingly become teachers of “take- 
home, DIY relaxation techniques.” 

“I love to chat and visit with my girlfriends,” 
Williams said. “Throw in some martinis and 
a pedicure and it is just a really great experi- 
ence.” 

The idea of turning your abode into a spa 
can sound elaborate, expensive, time consum- 
ing and perhaps too big of an idea for your small 
apartment to accommodate, but that’s not the 
case, said Ufiand. 

The recipe for a successful home spa party 
is easy, she said. All you need is a great group of 
friends, a splash of cocktails (if you like) and a 
sprinkle of spa services. 

“At a home spa party you are drinking a 
cocktail, gossiping with your girlfriends and 
getting your treatment done at the same 
time,” she said. “It is kind of like a sleepover 


for adults.” 

As far as logistics go, 
start off by figuring out 
how many people can 
comfortably mingle in 
your space. Don’t for- 
get to tally in the tech- 
nicians, who will be 
providing the services, 
and their equipment. 

Once you have your 
guest list, figure out 
how much you want to 
spend, or more impor- 
tantly how much you 

want your guests to 
who had a home spa event spend 
for her bachelorette party 

giving a party, they 
need to dictate what guests are going to get in 
terms of the party,” Ufiand said. ‘A nice way to 
explain it is to create a little poem or something 
cute to include in the invitation so it is clear.” 

Ufiand suggests providing guests with a gift, 
such as a bag with a spa candle inside, a robe with 
the guest’s name on it, or even having a massage 


oil bar at the party where guests can create their 
own concoction of oils to take home. 

The rest is in the details. 

Come up with a menu of food— if you will be 
serving any— cocktails and decor to create an 
ambience unique to your personality 

Tour home can be transformed into any 
theme you desire. A general spa feel can be 
accomplished with a flurry of softly lit candles, 
trails of rose petals and calming music playing 
in the background. 

Send out an invitation, just as you would for 
a birthday party, with the general information, 
such as what services will be offered, if any, and 
if guests should bring robes or expect them to 
be provided. 

Hiring a home spa service will ensure you 
relax by providing the equipment and techni- 
cians and working with you on how to make the 
most of your space. They also can assist with 
decor and even catering. 

“One minute you are at home watching TV 
and the next minute you are {lying] where there 
used to be a TV getting your feet massaged,” 
Williams said. “Now that is bliss.”

Guest list 

Figure out who you are 
going to invite, while 
keeping the amount of space in 
your home in mind. “Two people 
do not make a party,” said Alexis 
Ufland, president of New York- 
based home spa business Sparty. 
“But you don’t want to have too 
many people so that you can’t all 
fit in one main room. The fun is all 
being together, rotating around to 
the different stations in the room.” 

Services 

Figure out what spa 
services there are going 
to be at the party and if you will 
be paying for any of it. Also keep 
in mind a reasonable amount for 
your guests to fork over if they 
are paying. “A good option for a 
first-time party thrower is to offer 
a mini-manicure, mini-pedicure 
and chair massage. Waxing and 
any sort of body scrub or wrap is 
not really an option. Too messy,” 
Ufland said.

Theme 

Come up with a 
theme and tailor your 
invitations, decor and food toward 
that. “You want it to feel like you 
are at the spa,” Ufland said. “A 
general spa theme is always good, 
but eco-friendly themes with all- 
organic spa services [are] also very 
popular.” 

Robe patrol 

Make sure no one 
^ commits a dress code 
faux pas: Robes are the attire of 
choice. “Come up with a cute way 
on the invitation to let the guests 
know whether they should bring 
the robe or if the host will be 
providing it,” Ufland said. 

Loose ends 

Consult with your home 
spa consultant on what 
he or she will be providing and 
what you need to buy. If the host 
is handling the catering and decor, 
then buy all of those items prior to 
the party. Also make sure you have 
enough cocktail glasses for all of 
your guests.

“Doubt,” the excellent movie John Patrick Shanley 
adapted and directed from his Pulitzer- and Tony 
Award-winning play, works on many levels. Like the 
play, the film is set in 1964 in a Catholic church in the 
Bronx. 

Most overtly, the film, out on DVD this week 
(Miramax, $29.99, rated PG-13), is a mystery concerning whether a 
young Catholic priest. Father Flynn (Philip Seymour Hoffman), is 
having an improper relationship with one of his students at the parish 
school. His principal accuser is the school’s principal. Sister Aloysius 
(Meryl Streep), who eagerly jumps to that conclusion after one of her 
fellow nuns, a young teacher named Sister James (Amy Adams), con- 
fides in her that Father Flynn seems to have “taken an interest” in the 
i2-year-old boy, who happens to be the school’s first and only African- 
American student. 

“Doubt” also is a meditation on how quickly people make up their 
minds about things that are not as clear-cut as they appear to be. As 
Shanley wrote in an essay for the Los Angeles Times, “We are living in 
a culture of extreme advocacy, of confrontation, of judgment and of 
verdict.” 

In addition, “Doubt” offers a richly detailed examination of a par- 
ticular time and place both inside and outside the Catholic Church on 
the verge of cultural change. 

To Shanley’s credit, “Doubt” as a film remains provocative, challeng- 
ing and demanding. He provides no easy answers or definitive conclu- 
sions to either the broader issues raised or the specific charge leveled by 
Sister Aloysius against Father Flynn.

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Mo. fights 
puppy mill 
epidemic

SENECA, Mo. When authorities raided J.B.’s 
Precious Puppies, they discovered more than 
200 dogs standing in their own excrement, 
crammed three and four to a cage. Some were 
so sickly they were missing clumps of hair. The 
skeletal remains of puppies and adult dogs were 
found inside pet-food bags. 

The ghastly scene deep in the Ozarks has 
become far too common in Missouri. 

Missouri is the “puppy mill” capital of 
America, home to more than 4,000 shoddy 
and inhumane dog-breeding businesses, by one 
estimate. But now the state is trying to shed its 
reputation, with the chief of the Agriculture 
Department pledging to do more to crack down 
on bad breeders. 

Animal advocates say puppy mills flourish here 
for a number of reasons, among them: uneven 
enforcement of the rules, and remote, rural 
landscapes that allow poor or illegal practices 
to escape detection. “It’s embarrassing,” said 
Julie Leicht, executive director of the Missouri 
Alliance for Animal Legislation. “We’re the meth 
capital. And we’re the leader in puppy mills. 
Welcome to Missouri.” 

Since taking office in January, the agriculture 
chief has been working to enforce a 1992 program 
for protecting animals cared for by breeders. 

He has named a new program coordinator, asked 
for a re-examination of old cases, ordered a review 
of internal procedures, and stepped up inspections 
and the issuing of citations to violators. His new 
Operation Bark Alert allows people to report unli- 
censed breeders directly to him by e-mail. 

But Hagler said his agency simply does not 
have the means to conduct inspections every 
year as required by law. “We cannot regulate 
3,200 licensed breeders plus every animal rescue, 
shelter and dog pound, and go after unlicensed 
breeders with ii total inspectors.”

From GOP to TMZ, everyone is buzzing about Illinois’ young political gun

WASHINGTON He is the Republican “Dream 
Date,” a smooth-speaking, polished prod- 
uct of Peoria, as comfortable with Facebook 
as a face-to-face.

Other politicos might be mortified— or 
feel trivialized— if they are ambushed by 
TMZ’s cameras or win a “most attractive” 
poll. But for the media-centric Schock, it’s 
all about keeping the channel open. 

“First, you’ve got to get their attention,” 
Schock said last week outside the House 
chamber before he entered for a vote on 
the budget. “Step one in getting anyone’s 
vote is getting their attention.” 

That maybe part of the long-term plan. 


Schock’s Internet reputation belies his 
serious, even wonky approach to his new 
job. At his request, he serves on three com- 
mittees, more than most freshmen are 
allowed in their first term. 

He has joined the Republican Study 
Committee, a home for deficit hawks. 
This week, he goes on his first overseas 
congressional trip. (The location is undis- 
closed, due to security concerns.) 

Cantor, the House’s rising Republican 
strategist and party whip, named Schock 
a deputy whip, making him part of the 
leadership team. 

He calls Schock one of his “young guns” 
and says, “In only a few short months in 
Washington, he has already established 
himself as a leader.” 

Schock acknowledges, “I’ve been given 
opportunities other members haven’t.” 

He likes to speak about diversity in 
terms of age, sounding at times like a gen- 
erational warrior, battling for his demo- 
graphic. “Everyone talks about black or 
white or men and women, but the caucus 
of 20 -year-olds is pretty lonely,” he says.
